He Had an Exceptiomally Brilliam
Career and is Hale and earty at
§7=«0One of the Oldest of British
Officers.

Gencrul Ilugl: Rowlands, V., ., C, 1.
one of the fevw who have had an oppor-
tunity of reading their own obituaries,
wie, under the clause, comnulsory re-
tired recently. fh-m"r‘nl Rowlands, whe
&t 67 yvears of age, §s & hale and hearty
man, and who has had an exceptionally
brilliant caveer, 1s the oldest ollerr con-
nected with the First battalion, Welsh
reglment, (the old Forty-First foot,)
now on the active list. Joining the For-
ty-First in 1849, Captain Rowlands, as
he then was, went to the Crimea with
that corps in 1856, With the “Weish"
he took part In the battles of Alma and
fukerman. and whilst being seversly
wounded in the latter, gained a Victoria
Cruss for “rescuing Colonel Haly, of the
Forty-Seventh reglment from llussisn
soldiers, he (Colonel Haley) belng
wounded and surrounded by them, also
for gallant exertlons In holding the
ground  with  his  sdvanced ploket
sgalnst the enemy at the cominences
ment of the aetion,  In hig “Invasien ol
the Crimen.”

pointed to the command of the Lroops in
the Transvanlon the annexutionof that
conntry, and he served during the south
African war of that year, Whilst hold-
ing the command of & brigade n Indla,
e was, In 1881, promoted to o genernl
officer's rank, belng subscquently glven
the command of the Third Infantry bri-
gude at Aldershot, which post he re-
signed in 1882, obtalning the command of

w division In India. in which country he
served until 1389, Subsequently he was
for o few months Heutenant of the Tow-
er of London, and was In Januury, 184,
appolnted to the commuand of the Scot-
tish district.

For severnl years Cenceral Rowlands
has held the distingulghed service re-
ward of une hundred pounds o vear,
which he will vacate upon wwking his
retired pension of one thousand pounds
& year. teneral Rowiands s po strang-
e to Wales, having for some Yoirs re-
sided at his Plas Tirion near Carnar-
von. In his old reglment he was held in
the highest esteem, and his countrymen
ufter the Crimean war presented him
with & handsome sword of honor, On
the occaslon, lust summer, of the depos-
iting of the Crimean enlors of the Forty-
First In  Llanduf® cathedral  General
Howlands was a proininent figure in the
Sophia Gurdens Purk, Alert and aglle,
and still retalning his youthful vigor,
his appearance gave no indication that
under un urbitary clause his active ca-
reer was drawing to & close, Few of the
meny who watched the grey-halred
general could but help belng struck
with the reverentlal manner in hich he
handled one of thuse very colors under
which in the Crimea he had fought and
bled, Unvelling the memorial tablet
erected to the ofMeers, non-commisslon-
#d ofMeers, and men who had fallen prey
to the Russians, Qencral Rowlands
pointed out that the names recorded
upon that mural brass were of men who
‘never for o moment turned from any
duty that they had to perform—those
who at any cost stood thelr ground
ngalnst the bullet as against famine—
those whose names are the most worthy
of the nation’s lasting gratitude. With
another link  which connects  the
past  with the present Is seve
ered,  Few officers have seen his
varied  service, and few  have
utilized llke him those many opportuni-
ties for displaying thoughtfulness and
Interest in the woldlor serving and in
the veteran pensioned.

Was Held a Sacred Symbol Loag Belore
lkcndlkhl.

REVERED " THE ABORIGINES

Of America as Well as by the Most
Auncient Peple of the 0Old World,
The [ustrument of Ignominions

No symbol, elther In art, or in religion,
Is so universal a2 the cross, 1t appears
twice in our alphabet, ns the lotter T
and the letter X. [t is worn by priests
on their szerificial robes. hy  distin-
gulghed lnymen ar a 2legn of digtinetlon
wil avcasions of ptate, snd by male and
female nopentitien as toste may direot.
It is wraven on cucliaristic vessels, ym-
broftered on altar clotas, and cut In re-
lef on tombs and monwments. Some of
the greater churches and cathedrals of
Christendom are fashluncd in its shape.
In Europesn countriesa it Is common to
see  large crusses corected in publie
places, The famous Charlng (chere
reine) Crogs, In Londoen, derlves ts
nume from the fact that it was one of
the placea ut which King Hdward I
sel Up @ crogs o mark where the body
of hig Queesn Eivanor rested during the
progress of the funeral cortege to Wesi-
minsier,

AMONG THE ANCIENTS

The anecient Phoenlelans, Perslans,
Aravitlaiis and Hrahinins looked upon

e cross as o holy symbol, as is abun-
| dantly shown by the numerous hlero-

gly philes and other pletorial representas
Uomy on thelr monumental remains.
Cgiria Ly the eross guve Hght eternal
to the =pirits of the just, beneath the
closd the Muysea mothers laid thelr
bithes, trusting by that slgn to secure
them from the power of evil spirits, and
with that symbol to protect them the
Etruscans, the anclent people of North-
ern Italy, calmly laid them down to die.

The Thau of the Jews and the Tau of
the Grecks, whence came the T of the
Homun alphabet, were held to be not
merely letters, but sacred symbaols, on
wevount of thelr belng suggested by a
crogs. Among the Bcandinavians Thorr
was the thunder, and the hammer was
his symbol. It was with this hammer
thut Thorr crushed the head of the
greal Mitgard serpent; that he destroy -
ed the glantg; that he restored to life
the dead goats, which ever after drew
his car; that he consecrated the pyre
of Baldur. This hammer was a Cross,
In lceland the crose of Thorr e still
usged asg a magical sign In connection
with storms of wind and rain, Long-
fellow tells us how King Olaf kept
Christmas ut Dornthelm:

O'er his drinking lloI'n lhu nign
He mude of the cross divine,
A# he dewnk and muttered his prayers;
But the Berserks everymore
Made the slgn of the hammer of Thorr
Over thelr,

Nelther King Olufl nor hig Berserkers,
nor, indeed, Longfellow himself, seems
to have reallzed that the two symbols
were Identionl,

Comparative my thologleats draw varl-
ous deductlons from these remarkable
facts.  [et us, however, unppeal to o
man who g not only & compurative
mythologist, but w Christian priest.
“For my own purt,"” says the Rev, Bar-
Ing Gould, “I see no difficulty In bellev-
Ing that the cross formed a portlon of
the primeval religion, traces of which
exlst over the whole world,among every
people: that trust In the cross was a
part of the anclent falth which taught
men to belleve In u Trinity, In a4 war In
heaven, a paradise from which man fell,
u flood and & Babel, & falith which
was deeply Impressed with & conviction
that u virgin should concelve and bear
@ won, that the deagon's head should be
brutved, und that through shedding of
blood should come remisglon. The use
of @ cross as o symbol of life and regen-
eration through water s as  widely
sprewd over the world as the bellef In
the ark of Noalh. Maybe the shadow of
the cross was cast turther back Into
the night of ages, and fell on a wider
range of country than we are aware of."

IN THE OLD TESTAMENT.

1t wes only natural that the early
and medigeval Christians, finding the
crogs a symbol of life among the natlons
of antlquity, should look curlously Into
the Old Testament to see whether they
were not foreshadowings In it of “the
wood whereby righteousness cometh."
Nor was thelr search unrewarded, In
Isnac leaving the wood of the sacrifice
they saw preflgured both Christ and the
CThEs They saw the crozs in Moses
with arms expanded on the Mount, in
the pale, with tranverse bars, upon
which was wreathed the brazen serpent,
1o toe two sticks guthered by the widow
of Sarepta. Nut plainest of all they
roid It In Eeekiel, ix., 4, 6, *Go through
the midst of the city, through the midst
of Jeruealem, und gt o mark upon the
forehends of the men™ that are to be
guved from destructlon by the saword,
The word here readered “mark" §s In
the AV ulgaie * signa thau” The Thau
olil Tiebrew charkcter, shaped
Ihe & eroes, which was regarded as the
dlen of W, fellelly and sufety,

Yet the croos war pot nlways a sym-
bl ol honor, Atnong the Phoenlelung
and ¢ v and later among the Ho-
TIESIEN 't was i punishnient intlleted on
wlaves, mbbery, ascoassing and rebels—
among \\'hh-h lnst Josug was reckoned,
on account of his proclaimipg himself
ling or Messinh. The person gentenced
to this runishment was steipped of his
clothes, exvept o covering around the
lolng,In o state of nudity he was beaten
with whinsg, Suech was the severily of
this fingellation that numbers dled of It,
lesug was crowned with thorns, and
wits made the subject of mockery, but
not common.

The cross, otherwlse the
Upost,"—the upnpropltious or ominous
trec-—conslEted of a plece of wood orect-

el perpendicularl. and Intergected by
anather one at right nngles near the
top, The crime for which the eulprit
sutfered was Ingeribad on the transgverse
plece neer the top of the perpendicular
one. There Is no mention made by the
ancient wilters of anything on which
the feet of the crucifled persdn rested,
It I&8 known, however, that near the
hawe of the perpendienlay beam there
projected a wiece of wood on which he
gat. and which answered as a suppart
to the body—sinee the welght of the
latter might have otherwlse torn the
hands by the nalls drlven through
them,

The crogr, when driven firmly In the
ground,ravely exceeded 10 feet in helght.
The vietim was elevated, and his hands
were bound Ly a rope atound (he trans-
Verse beam and nalled through the
pillm. His fect were also nalled, He
thua remained fastened until death end-
ed hig suferings. While he exhibited
any slgns of irr he was watched by
guards: but they left him when It ap-
penred that heé was dead, 1f thers was
no pr tﬂfﬂ that the victlin would die
on the day of execution, the exccutions
ern hostened the end by Kindling a fire
al the foot uf the oross, %o as to suffo-
eate him with smoke; or by letting

looge upon him wild beasts: or occa-
slonally, when In particular haste, by
Lreaking hix bones apon the cross with
& mallet, us upon an anvil. Tt was at
one time customary to offer the erimin-
al, before the commencement of his suf-
ferings, a medical drink, compounded
of wine and myrrh. The object of this
was to produce intoxication, and there-
by to lessen the suﬂtﬂnf

Cruclfixion was not only the most lr-
nominous, but by far the most eruel,
mode of punishment. Th® vict!m some-
times llved untll the seventh day. The
thieves who were executed at the same
time with our 8avior were broken with
munllets on the same day: and In order
to ascertzin the condition of Jesus a
lance waps thrust in his side, but no
sirng of lif> anpeared,

Cleero says the very name of the cross
ghould be removed afar, “not only from
the body, but from the thoughts, the
eves, the ears of Roman eitizens, for of
all these things, not only the setusl
oevurrenee and endurgncee, but the vory
contingency and exnectation, nay, the
mentlon iteell, are unworthy of o Rem-
an citlzen and a free man,” Hence the
foree of St Paul's fregnent allvsions w
the Lumilintion which Chrler emilured
when e suffvred death upon the cioss,

GLORY FROM SHAME.

It was precisely this ldea which mais
the early Christlans s=clze upon the
cross gs the emblem of thelr falth, That
which bhud been the symbol of shame
now becume thelr glory. The lvetru-
ment of Christ’s parsion, by his death
upon I, Pecame hallowed for all time.
The mediaeval Chrlatlans, desiving to
gee the cross Identified sull more clode-
ly with the Jewlsh church, lusgerted a
lepend to supplement the Old Testn-
ment,

The story rucs that Beth recelved
from the angels three secde of the
forbidden tres that he saw otending
though blasted, unon the stot whers
#in had been frst copmitted. Taking
the seeds awuny with him, he put then
In the mouth of the dead Adeui, and #o
buried them. The young trees that
grew from them, on the gimve of Adam
in Hebron, were carefully tended by
Abraham, Moses and David  After they
were removed o Jerugialem the Pealing
were comrosed bencath them, and fi-
ally they slowly grew topother and
formed o single glant trec Thig tree
was felled by the order of Bolomm, In
ordes that It mlght be preserved for-
ever i3 o beam in the Temnle, The
plan falled, however, for the carpent-
erg found they could not manage the
mighty benm,

When they ralsed It to lts Intended
positlon they found it teo long: they
gpliced It, but to no purpose, they could
not-make i* fit, This was taken a8 o
¢ign that it was Intended for some
other turpose, and they lald it aside In
the Temple, On one occaslon It was
improperly made use of as o seat by
a woman nanfed Maximella, and she
wis ut once enveloned in flames., She
invoked the ald of Christ, and was
driven from the city and stoned to
death,  In the course of ite eventful
history the beaum became a bridge over
Cedron, and, being then thrown into
the stream of Hethesda, [t gave to the
waters healing virtues.
